AVID VON ERICH studied 

himself in the dressing room 
mirror. Lost in concentration, he 
was staring deeply into his own 
eyes, as if trying to pierce the 
barrier between his own reflection 
and his innermost soul. 

For what seemed like an 
eternity, unblinking eyes inspected 
that which looked back from the 
silvered glass. More than a mere 
image was produced by that 
mirror, Transfixed by fascination, 
David Von Erich felt as if he were 
looking into his very future. 

Lost in his own _ abstract 
conception of what that future 
might hold for-him, Von Erich 
failed to notice the obvious, if not 
mundane, aspects that revealed 
themselves. 

The sweat, for example. 
Trickling beads of perspiration on 
his forehead and neck offered mute 
testament to the extreme exertion 
of the past half-hour. Exertion 
against an opponent—Mike 
Graham—who presented a strong 
challenge, but was it strong enough 
to warrant such a_ vigorous 
offensive on the part of Von Erich? 

Then there were the stiff muscles 
in the neck and the bulging veins of 
his twin temples that betrayed the 
animalistic fury with which Von 
Erich had approached Graham 
this evening. Fury which—not too 
many months ago—would have 
been seen as shockingly un- 
characteristic of a Von Erich son, 
but which recently has become a 
frightening hallmark of David’s 
style. 


TURNING BACK 


Nobody realizes more than David Von Erich what a 
turning point in his life the match against Mike Graham 
was. The final vestiges of David’s past have been 
discarded. Now he stands alone, one man against that

As Von Erich pondered his 
future, he neglected to realize the 
irony of the past. This was Mike 
Graham he had wrestled, not some 
preliminary stiff still wet behind 
the ears. 

Mike Graham vs. David Von 
Erich. This match presents a 
ghostly caricature of history 
repeating itself. Years ago, the 
fathers of these young wrestlers 
met in the squared circle. Eddie 
Graham vs. Fritz Von Erich. Who 
at the time could even begin to 
suspect what would transpire 
between their offspring? 

Mike Graham embodies many 
of the same qualities for Florida 
wrestling fans as did his father. For 
them, Graham represents a rare 
combination of superb wrestling 
ability and pure sportsmanship. In 
Florida, and in the surrounding 
areas where his name is also well 
known, Mike Graham commands 
a great deal of respect. 

On the other hand, David Von 
Erich seems to have slipped from 
the graces of the Florida 
constituency. Once viewed to be in 
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the same league as Graham, 
David’s newly discovered 
independence has radically altered 
the course of wrestling and the Von 
Erich family history. 

Yet if there were ever a chance 
for David to redeem himself in the 
eyes of his family and former 
supporters, it was all but 
eliminated when he stepped into 
the ring against Graham that 
evening. 

If anything, David defied his 
past by showing as fierce and 
brutal a style against Graham as 
he’s ever displayed. For this young 
rebel, there was certainly no 
respect lost between himself and 
Graham. For David Von Erich, 
there’s no turning back. 

That seemed to be the most 
prevalent realization for David as 
he studied himself and considered 
the actions of the past and the 
inevitabilities of the future. 

Turning from the mirror, his 
expression remaining as rigid and 
unchanging as before, David 
walked slowly to the locker and 
removed a towel. He seemed to be

The immense Blackwell being 
lifted in the air and sent crashing to 
the canvas is enough to stagger 
anyone’s imagination. The man 
weighs over 500 pounds, and 
$1,000 determined he could not be 
bodyslammed. The $1,000 was the 
prize Blackwell promised anyone 
who could bodyslam him. It was 
not a bounty he ever expected 
to pay. 

And then came Hulk Hogan. A 
superbly muscled titan, Hogan 
instinctively assumes there is no 
limit to his strength. He accepted 
Blackwell’s. challenge. Perhaps he 
succeeded because it never 
occurred to him he could fail. 

Hogan claims not to have 
specially to bodyslam 
Blackwell. “It doesn’t matter that 
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I n one burst of raw energy, Hogan scoops up the quarter-ton Blackwell and bodyslams 
him to the canvas (opposite left ). The Hulk follows up his incredible accomplishment 
with a legdrive (above).

During the NWA's brighter days, Ole and Gene Anderson served as the sport's premier 
tag team. But Crockett didn't like their style, and he made sure the team was squashed. 
Unfortunately, Crockett may well have done the sport irreparable damage at the 
same time. 
mean nothing. They are 
kept not by the wrestler but 
by the whim of the 
association. Everyone with 
an NWA approved 
championship is nothing 
more than a lackey to the 
bullies who run the 
association. Keeping the 
title doesn’t mean it’s 
successfully defended. An 
NWA title means the 
commissioners know they 
can control you. 

It is probable that 
two company men like Big 
Red and Bad Leroy Brown 
will win the tag team title. 
The commissioners will 


ease their paths. (Kermit 
and Miss Piggy would be 
able to win the way the 
commissioners will 
schedule the matches.) 
Red and Brown will only 
wrestle tired and injured 
opponents. Others will get 
the touch matches. When 
the elimination is over, it 
will come as no surprise as 
to who is champion. 

The NWA officials couldn't 
be made any happier. They 
will have two fan favorites, 
so the crowds will be 
happy. They will more 
importantly have two men 
they can make jump at the 


snap of their fingers. It 
won't mean anything to 
them that neither man 
deserved to be champion. 
Accomplishment has no 
meaning in the NWA. 

The pity of it is that only 
a few voices will be raised 
in complaint. Most people 
will look upon this state of 
affairs as noble and just. 
The NWA commissioners 
know that wrestling fans 
often mistake what they 
want for what is right. 
Justice has little meaning to 
a wrestling fan. 

The only sufferer will be 
the sport itself. Ole, Gene, 
and Buzz Sawyer will 
continue to wrestle 
brilliantly. They may even 
win a few title matches, 
only to have the 
commissioners steal the 
belts from them. Superb 
athletes, they care only for 
the competition. Title belts 
are icing on the cake. 

But the sport will suffer 
and is even in danger of 
dying. No sport can flourish 
when stripped of its 
integrity. When its greatest 
accomplishment, its 
championships, are at the 
mercy of political 
pressures, victories have 
little or no meaning. There 
can be no pride in owning 
an NWA title. 

It's a shame. The 
commissioners will have an 
easy life, the fans will be 
able to love their paper 
heroes, and only the true 
heroes will suffer. Gene and 
Ole will survive as a tag 
team, and perhaps they'll 
outlast the disreputable, 
despicable, and disgraced 
NWA.

There was nothing more 
to say.
